hey are one of the most 
unique trios ever to show up 
in the World Wrestling Fed- 
eration. What’s more, they 
became instantaneously 
popular, bringing cheering, 
clapping fans to their feet, 
even setting them dancing. We 
are talking about an exhilarating 
new tag team, Men on a Mission, 
otherwise known as M.0.M. 

Men on a Mission are Oscar, 
Mo and Mabel. Mabel? What 
kind of name is that for a guy? 
You would not want to ask 
that question of this particular 
Mabel. Why? Because he 
weighs in at 495 pounds and 
looks so tall he sometimes has 
clouds around his head. His tag 
team partner is Mo, a fireplug 
of a wrestler, 260-plus pounds | 
that is seemingly all muscle.

Here’s 
some of what he can throw at you be- 
sides power holds: flying reverse crescent 
kicks, dropkicks and big splashes off the 
second tumbuckle. When he does the 
las+mentioned, he really makes a splash. 


He splashes opponents all over the arena. 

Now to Mo. He’s got power beyond 
his size. He doesn’t seem to hurt easily 
—nor does Mabel—and he’s quick as 
a cat. Mo also demonstrates that he is 
a very sound scientific wrestler, but don’t 
try to slug it out with him because he can 
throw some hammers. 

Men on a Mission hail from the 
Bronx, New York. They're products of 
some pretty mean streets, but they‘re 
admirable products. They haven’t let the 
streets sour them nor turn them bad. 

Well, they can be bad as blazes 
in the ring, but their approach to life is 
straight arrow. Even in the ring, they 
don’t get down and dirty unless some- 
one fries it on them first. 

We were fold by Men on a Mission 
that one of their goals is to set a good ex- 
ample for inner-city kids. Life is tough for 
street kids, the Men admit, but it doesn’t 
have to impact them adversely. Men on a 
Mission say the streets strengthened their 
characters and made them strive to get 
ahead. One way they found they could 
do it was by combining their talents and 
entering the ring as a tag team. Now 
they've made it to the prize every wres- 
tler seeks—a chance to compete in the 
World Wrestling Federation. And Men on 
a Mission say that they are going to 
prove they belong there.

e've been following the career of 

the big, young Hawaiian, Crush,

Japan, Fuji asserted, 
reigns supreme, and he 
challenged American ath- 
letes of any ilk to try to 
slam Yokozuna, some- 
thing that the Hulkster 
could not do.

he World Wrestling Federation Tag Team Championship changed 

hands back and forth between current Champions Rick and 

Scotty Steiner and Money Inc., the Million Dollar Man Ted 

DiBiase and Irwin R. Schyster, also known as IRS. These teams 

clashed at locations around the Midwest in June until the Steiner Brothers won the belts 
a final time in St. Louis, Missouri. Here’s how it all went down. 

Columbus, Ohio, June 14, 1993—Rick and Scotty defeated Money Inc. in the open- 

ing match of the night at the Convention Center. It was a grueling battle, with both 


teams exchanging barrage after barrage 
of punishing tactics. 

Midway though the contest, Money 
Inc. focused attention on Scotty and 
hammered him with reckless abandon. 
They double-teamed him and distracted 
the referee in order to torture Scotty 
with illegal chokes and eye rakes. 

Scotty suffered. Money Inc. beat him 
down to the mat and tried to stomp the 
living daylights out of him. 

However, the tide turned after Scotty 
and IRS struck the canvas as a result of 
a head-to-head collision. Dazed and dis- 
oriented, both athletes crawled toward 
their respective corners. IRS tagged 
DiBiase, who rushed at Scotty. But just 
before the Million Dollar Man was able’ 


\ @% — toinflict further damage, Scotty lunged and tagged his brother, who's better known in 
some circles as the Dog Face Gremlin. 

Rick went on a tear. He launched a Steinerline at DiBiase and then one at IRS when 
ec he re-entered the fray. At that point, a four-way donnybrook enveloped the contest. 

DiBiase doubled up Rick with a low blow and attempted to piledrive him into the 
mat. Just when it seemed as if DiBiase would score with the tactic, Scotty scaled the top 
turnbuckle and bounded into DiBiase with a clothesline that knocked the stuffings out of 
him. With DiBiase out, Rick covered his opponent and hooked his leg while the referee 
registered the three-count. The Steiner Brothers were the new Tag Team Champions. 

But they didn’t have much time savor the victory. 

Rockford, Illinois, June 16, 1993—Two days after the Steiners’ championship win 
over Money Inc., the former champions were granted a rematch at the Metro Centre. The 
Million Dollar Man and IRS were determined to recapture the gold. 

They decided to use every dirty trick in the book to do it. They used dis- 
traction, especially when the referee’s attention was diverted. They used 
brute force, especially when the action spilled to the arena floor. That’s 
where DiBiase punished Scotty with several bodyslams on the cement. 
Although the Steiners came back and had Money Inc. on the run, IRS 
and DiBiase were not to be denied the title this evening. 
In the end, Money Inc—during a melee between them and the 
Steiners—used a loaded metal briefcase and blasted Scotty to win the 
match and the Tag Team Championship. 
Because of the controversial ending of the Rockford match, the 
Steiners petitioned the World Wrestling Federation Championship 
Committee and demanded one final match with Money Inc. The 
Committee deliberated for several hours and then agreed that a 
final match between the teams was justified according to the 
; | guidelines found in the official rulebook. 

St. Louis, Missouri, June 19, 1993—The match took place 
in the historic St. Louis Arena, where the last chapter in the tag 
team title story would be written. Both teams knew that this was a do-or-die situation. 
Money Inc. realized that if they beat the Steiners, then they wouldn’t have to contend 
with their threat in future matches. Likewise, the Steiners knew if they were unable to 
beat Money Inc., then their chances at tag team supremacy would be squelched until 
they once again reached top contention, which could possibly take months. 

Fate would be on the Steiners’ side that evening, however. Perhaps thinking that Scotty 
was still hurting from the clash in Columbus, Money Inc. unleashed a brutal attack on him 
and did everything within their power to immobilize him. 

Money Inc. double-teamed him with numerous legal 
moves—such as axhandles, chinlocks and suplexes—as 
well as with illegal tactics—such as chokeholds, eye 
rakes and questionable boots. 

After several minutes of enduring this torture, Scotty 
relied on luck and instinct and was able to boot IRS in the 
mush when he bounded off the top turnbuckle with an at- 
tempted axhandle. Scotty tagged Rick, who immediately 
went on the warpath. He delivered a pair of Steinerlines 
that sent Money Inc. reeling to the mat. Then Scotty— 
after he had recuperated—tagged in and clotheslined the 
Million Dollar Man, who was the legal man in the ring. 

With adrenalin rushing through his veins, Scotty 
bounced DiBiase off the ropes and then—using one of 
the most remarkable maneuvers known to the ring— 
stung Mr. Money Bags with the Frankensteiner flying re- 
verse headscissors pinning combination. That was it. Scot- 
ty lateral-pressed DiBiase and got the pin and—once 
again—the Federation Tag Team Belts!

Now It’s Our Turn... 


To try to recount all of the events and attacks that have happened to TitanSports d/b/a the World Wrestling 


Federation since the summer of 1991 would take volumes, but we shall try to document in this magazine 


the true set of facts for you, our fans, ina series of articles over the next two to three months. 


n early 1991, a physician named George Zahorian was 

charged with illegally dispensing steroids. Dr. Zahorian 

was a licensed physician who had been appointed by the 

Pennsylvania State Athletic Commission as the doctor on 

duty for some of the World Wrestling Federation events 
that were held in Pennsylvania. 

Because of Zahorian’s association with the Federation and the 
immense popularity of the World Wrestling Federation and its 
publicity value, it became quite clear prior to the trial of Dr. 
Zahorian that the case was being turned into a trial of the World 
Wrestling Federation. 

The pretrial publicity heightened when Eldridge Coleman, 
a/k/a Superstar Billy Graham, arrived on the scene and indicated 
that he would testify as a rebuttal witness on behalf of the gov- 
ernment at the trial. Graham has since 
claimed that attorneys acting on his behalf 
initiated the contact with the prosecution 
that led to his appearance at the trial. Before 
the trial was over, the motive for his actions 
became very clear. 

Near the conclusion of the trial, Graham 
hobbled into court and became a witness 
for the government. When his testimony 
was all boiled down, he attempted to blame 
Dr. Zahorian for his steroid abuse and in- 
juries to his left hip and right ankle, which 
Graham tried to claim were caused by his 
steroid abuse. Despite repeated cautions 
from the trial judge, Graham took every 
opportunity to offer his own medical opin- 
ion that his ailments were steroid-related and 
caused by Dr. Zahorian. He downplayed anyone else’s role (includ- 
ing his own) relative to his steroid use. His testimony was designed 
and delivered to blame Titan and Zahorian for his ailments. 

As he left the courthouse following his testimony, Graham 
held a press conference to announce that he would provide details 
of a suit he (Graham) intended to file the week after the Zahorian 
verdict against the steroid manufacturers, Dr. Zahorian and Titan 
for his supposedly steroid-related injuries. How convenient that 
the Zahorian trial had provided the forum for his announced 
plans. On June 27, 1991, following Graham’s testimony, Zahori- 
an was convicted. After the Zahorian verdict, Graham did not 
move to file a suit against anybody. Instead, his representative 
demanded $1.25 million not to file suit against the World 
Wrestling Federation. 


Eldridge Coleman, a/k/a Superstar Billy Graham 


Graham’s representative also indicated that various scan- 
dalous allegations unrelated to Graham’s steroid use would also 
be publicized if his “settlement” demand was not met. Quite 
properly, Titan refused to pay Graham’s demands. 

After Titan refused to pay Graham $1.25 million, he still did 
not file a formal legal complaint. Instead, he filed a one-page 
document to try to stop the statute of limitations from running out 
on his claim. Of course, Graham then bragged about his lawsuit 
when in fact there really wasn’t one. Eventually, Titan took steps 
to compel Graham to file his suit. Titan is now in the process 
known in the legal profession as “discovery” relative to Gra- 
ham’s complaint. Recently, Titan’s counsel, Jerry McDevitt, 
questioned Graham under oath during a five-day deposition that 
has yet to be concluded. Among many other things the deposition 
established that Graham’s steroid use had 
not begun “around 1970” as he testified in 
the Zahorian trial. In fact, his steroid abuse 
began several years earlier, before Graham 
was ever affiliated with wrestling in any 
way. Furthermore, his testimony in the Za- 
horian trial that he got steroids in his early 
years from “a doctor in Phoenix” and “an- 
other doctor in Los Angeles” was also 
shown not to be the whole truth. In fact, 
Graham had multiple suppliers of steroids 
while in Phoenix and used them concurrent- 
ly. He purchased steroids from so many dif- 
ferent doctors that he now claims he can’t 
remember their names. The deposition also 
revealed that Graham was purchasing 
steroids from his personal doctor in Phoenix 
during the time he testified that Dr. Zahorian had supplied him 
with 95 percent of his steroids. In fact, at least two of the physi- 
cians from whom Graham bought steroids in Phoenix were disci- 
plined by the state medical board in December of 1982. 

Who then is Billy Graham? Our investigation (necessitated 
by his lawsuit) has revealed that he is a high school dropout and 
has never held a regular job. He has a well-documented past of 
tax liens as well as non-support orders for the two children he left 
behind when he married for the fifth time. He was one of the ear- 
liest abusers of steroids when steroids were viewed differently 
and not regulated by the federal government. His steroid abuse 
began at least by 1966, and he claims to have stopped using them 
in 1989. Graham admitted that he was a steroid abuser during the 
entirety of that 23-year period. Graham presents himself as if he 


were a professional wrestler associated with the World Wresting 
Federation throughout that 23-year period. As to TitanSports, 
Inc., Graham spent only a little over one year of that period 
wrestling for the company that was owned and operated by 
Vincent K. McMahon. 

Graham worked as a bouncer in Phoenix bars during his early 
years of steroid use in the 1966 timeframe. He got steroids from a 
variety of physicians in the Phoenix area and now admits that he 
did not tell each physician he was obtaining steroids from other 
sources at the same time. One of his physicians eventually lost 
his license; another committed suicide; yet another was disci- 
plined for indiscriminate dispensation of steroids. Eventually, 
Graham moved to Venice Beach, California, where steroids 
spread rapidly within the bodybuilding cult of that era. He hung 
around with fabled body builders of that era and at one time 
trained regularly with Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

In the late *60s, Graham tried out for several professional foot- 
ball teams in the U.S. and Canada. His steroid use continued 
while in football. When he did not cut it in football, Graham went 
back to Phoenix and resumed his career as a bouncer in Phoenix 
bars. Around 1970, he started hanging around the fringes of 
wrestling. He was one of the few wrestlers of that era to use 
steroids and, ironically, is substantially responsible for the subse- 
quent spread of steroids to other wrestlers. 

On October 25, 1975, Graham agreed to wrestle for Vince J. 
McMahon’s company, Capitol Wrestling Corp. Vince K. Mc- 
Mahon, the owner of TitanSports, Inc., had no role in the deci- 
sion by Capitol Wrestling to promote Graham, nor did he have an 
ownership interest in his father’s company. Graham’s initial tour 
with Capitol Wrestling lasted a few months, and he left on May 
29, 1976. Dr. Zahorian was not even in medical school at this 
time, and Graham had already completed at least a decade of 
continuous steroid abuse. 

After his initial tour with Capitol Wrestling, Graham wrestled 
for other outfits or worked as a bouncer again in bars. On April 
30, 1977, his second tour with Capitol Wrestling opened with a ti- 
tle match against Bruno Sammartino, the reigning champion, 
which Graham won by pin. Graham’s second run with Capitol 
lasted until December 16, 1978. Again, Vincent K. McMahon 
had no role in this decision nor any ownership interest in Capitol 
Wrestling. It is unclear whether Graham met Dr. Zahorian during 
his second tour with Capitol or not. Graham has claimed that he 
did meet Dr. Zahorian in that timeframe but has given different 
answers as to exactly when he did. Dr. Zahorian testified at his 
trial that he didn’t have a D.E.A. number until 1980. Even if Gra- 
ham did meet Zahorian in 1977, it is clear that Graham used 
steroids for at least 11 years before he could have met Zahorian. 

After his second tour, Graham immersed himself even deeper 
into steroid abuse, Between the years of 1978 and 1982, he large- 
ly turned himself into a steroid guinea pig and was not affiliated 
with wrestling at all when he did. He promoted a bodybuilding 
event and admits to injecting one of the participants with steroids. 
In 1980, Graham decided to compete in the World’s Strongest 
Man contest. By his own admission, he took huge amounts of 
steroids to prepare for the contest. Before and after the contest he 
obtained steroids and other drugs from one of his physicians in 
Phoenix on a regular basis. He took quantities he now admits he 
understood were used to induce side effects in lab rats. In the 
same timeframe, he lost his hair and he was rumored in the print 
media to have died. 

In late 1982, Graham called Vince K. McMahon seeking to 


get back into wrestling. By this time Vince McMahon was run- 
ning his own company, TitanSports. Graham was pretty much 
washed up as a wrestler during this tour, which lasted only six 
months, from October 4, 1982, to April 25, 1983. During his de- 
position, Graham admitted he was a drug addict during that tour 
and that he had taken two overdoses during this short stint. He 
was unreliable and was let go. For a couple of years thereafter, 
Graham bounced around the minor leagues of wrestling or the in- 
evitable Phoenix bars. 

At least as early as 1984, Graham began to experience physi- 
cal problems with his left hip. He was, however, destitute and 
deeply in debt. He responded to this dilemma by calling Vince K. 
McMahon and asking him for work as a wrestler, representing 
himself to be fit and able. Although Graham was 43 at the time, 
McMahon agreed to promote him and spent substantial time and 
money promoting the return of Billy Graham. Eventually, the 
time came for Graham to make his debut match on his second 
run with Titan. In his recent deposition, Graham admitted that his 
hip problem, studiously hidden from Titan at the time, was in fact 
so bad he secretly got two huge cortisone shots in his hip the 
night before the match to enable him to get into the ring for his 
first match. After a horrible match that did not last two minutes— 
and during which films show him clearly favoring his hip—he 
announced that his hip was shot and needed medical attention. In 
his deposition, Graham admitted that he knew and had been told 
he would need a hip replacement before entering the ring that 
night and that he did not reveal that to Titan. 

Vince McMahon did not respond to Graham’s problem by 
pointing out that Graham had defrauded him. Instead, he agreed 
to help Graham. Titan paid approximately $30,000 for Graham’s 
hip operation at a prestigious medical center in California. Titan 
paid Graham $1,000 a week while getting the operation and dur- 
ing his lengthy convalescence from it. When Graham improved, 
he tried to wrestle for about six months and was not very good at 
it. When he could no longer wrestle, he was paid to be a manag- 
er. When he couldn’t manage, he was tried as a color commenta- 
tor. When he couldn’t do that, there was nothing else to try, and 
his last affiliation with Titan ceased. In sum, Vince McMahon 
paid to help Graham have his operation and carried him for three 
years. During the nearly three years, Graham was paid nearly 
$200,000. Although Graham tries to portray himself as crippled 
by years of steroid abuse while a World Wrestling Federation 
wrestler, the fact is that he wrestled for TitanSports approximate- 
ly one year during his now-admitted 23 years of steroid abuse. 
He furthermore admits that he had the injury to his left hip when 
he returned for his final tour. He has not held a job since leaving 
Titan. His goal now seems to be winning the lawsuits he has filed 
to compensate him for his own self-inflicted abuse. 

But what about the rest of Graham’s threat that was communi- 
cated via his representative to Titan? Certainly Graham had 
formed odd alliances just prior to the Zahorian trial. Throughout 
the end of 1991, Graham, in conjunction with David Shultz, tried 
his best to generate news adverse to Titan. In late 1991, Graham 
worked the tabloid media writers as well as the so-called 
“wrestling media.” 

Beginning in early 1992, the gossip sheets printed the tales of 
Tom Cole, Murray Hodgson, David Shultz, Rita Marie Chatter- 
ton and other unnamed sources pointing the finger at sex scandals 
within TitanSports, Inc., and the World Wrestling Federation.

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At SummerSlam 


okozuna, the mammoth World 

Wrestling Federation Champion, 

stopped for a few moments dur- 

ing the Stars and Stripes Chal- 

lenge to eat several mouthfuls of 
rice. When the event aboard the carrier 
USS Intrepid in New York City was over, 
Yoko and his America-bashing manager, 
Mr. Fuji, were eating crow. 

Fuji had challenged any American 
athlete who dared to try and slam the gar- 
gantuan sumo wrestler, Yokozuna, who 
weighed in at 568 pounds. A bunch of 
them—including stars of the NFL, NHL 
and NBA as well as the Federation— 
signed up. But none of them could do it, 
although Crush came close. But an un- 
scheduled participant, Lex Luger, came 
forward for the honor of his country and 
put Yoko on the mat. Now, after a long, 
hard campaign to gain a title shot, Luger is 
scheduled to meet Yokozuna for the belt 
at SummerSlam. 

Luger had to work almost as hard to get’ 
the match as he did in slamming Yokozu- 
na. Mr. Fuji, shocked at Luger’s achieve- 
ment, tried to avoid the match. Luger took 
to the road on a barnstorming campaign 
during which he rallied the support of 
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Americans everywhere, and Feder- 
ation President Jack Tunney gave 
him what he wanted. 

Given the power of the athletes 
who tried to slam Yokozuna and 
failed, Luger’s feat was astonishing. 
Under a broiling July 4 sun on the 
flight deck of the carrier, a crowd of 
flag-waving spectators cheered on 
the likes of the NFL’s Bill Fralic, 
Gary Baldinger and Keith Simms; 
the NBA’s Scott Burrell; and the 
NHL’s Sean Cronin and Peter 
Taglianetti. But it was to no avail. 
Yokozuna stood firm. 

Bob Backlund couldn’t do it ei- 
ther. Nor could either of the Steiner 
Brothers, the Federation Tag Team 
Champions. Tatanka got into a 
brawl with Yoko, who flattened 
him. Crush went at Yoko hard and 
managed to get both his feet off the 
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At the Stars and Stripes Challenge aboard the USS Intrepid, the excite- 
ment mounted as athlete after athlete tried to slam Yokozuna. But only 
the superbly muscled Lex Luger was able to bring the big man down and 
earn the right to go for Yokozuna’s title at the upcoming SummerSlam. 


ground, but he could not make the 
slam. Macho Man Randy Savage, 
co-host of the event, decided to 
give it a try and also failed. 

Yoko and Fuji celebrated their 
victory over America’s best, made 
even sweeter by the site at which it 
occurred: the Intrepid Air, Sea and 
Space Museum, a monument to 
American Courage. 

In their joy, the two did not hear 
the helicopter circling overhead, 
preparing to land on the flight deck. 
Aboard the helicopter, wearing a 
shirt with Old Glory’s colors, was 
Luger. After landing, Luger strode 
through the surprised crowd, which 


began to cheer its unexpected hero 
with mounting anticipation. 

While Mr. Fuji protested that the 
event was officially over, Luger pro- 
claimed that, on Independence 
Day, he was there full of pride in his 
country and himself and told 
Yokozuna, “You're not leaving here 
without being slammed.” 

For his protestations, Fuji was 
tossed out of the ring by Luger like 
a sack of rice. Whether or not Fuji 
liked it, Yokozuna had to accept 
Luger’s challenge. The two stood 
chest to chest and started at each 
other. Luger’s face was as hard as 
the Washington Monument. Yoko's 
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seemed to have a trace of worry. 
Yokozuna backed up, gathered his 
might and charged at America’s 
hope. Big mistake. Luger put Yoko- 
zuna into the turnbuckle, clobbered 
him with a steel-plated forearm— 
and then it happened. Fluidly, 
Luger, his massive muscles tensed, 
scooped up the giant Sumo Grand 


Champion, hoisted him 
into the air and smashed 
him to the mat with thun- 
derous impact. 

Ironically, at the time, 
President Clinton was on 
his way to Tokyo for trade 
negotiations. Luger had 
done some negotiating on 
his own and had made a 
statement about America. 
When Americans set their 
mind to it, there’s nothing 
they cannot do. 

In the brilliant sunshine, 
Luger, holding two American flags, 
was hoisted up on the shoulders of 
the other participants in the chal- 
lenge, while the band played Stars 
and Stripes Forever. 

Now Luger must complete what 
he started out to do. At Summer- 
Slam he vows he will bring the title 
back to America. WF 
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Fresh off slamming Yokozuna on July 4, 
Lex Luger boarded the “Lex 
Express” to begin his 45-day, 40-city 
“Call to Action” campaign. 

The custom Lex Express departed from 
World Headquarters in Stamford, CT, on 
July 15, bound for Philadelphia and 
Washington, DC. The tour then headed 
back north through the upper Midwest, 
visiting Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Minneapolis. Then on to Denver, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles before head- 
ing back east and culminating in Detroit 
on Monday, August 30, at The Palace 
of Auburn Hills, site of SummerSlam. 
While crossing the country, Lex visited 
radio and TV stations, newspapers, 
hospitals and malls, making 
appearances and greeting fans.
